(The Problem t Wh*t are the Soviets Doing!) 

During the past several decades the world has been witnessing the 
accelerating decay of a system of mastery that originated in Western 
Europe in the 19th century and eventually encompassed many parts of Africa 
and Asia* In its time this system contributed toward the realisation of 
the rights of peoples and has frequently been a bright page in man’s 
history# 

Unfortunately# while In the western world the system has been under- 
going a heel thy metamorphosis# a highly dangerous drive toward absolute 
mastery has been developed by the Soviet®. Directed by Kosoow and re- 
inforced by a secondary center in Peiping# it is far more deadly in its 
intent and methods than was the western sty stem. Where the 19th century 
drive was essentially economic in Its motives end uncoordinated in its 
methods# the new eolonial-lmperiali m of the Communists is dedicated te 
the achievement of political mastery of the entire world, and is being 
carried out within the framework of a carefully constructed and all-embracing 
master plan* 

In the relatively Short, period at 30 years, Moaccw-centered colonial- 
imperialism has met with a considerable degree of success# It has fixed 
itself with an iron grip m the all lions of non-Russians within the boun- 
daries of the USSR, ft has established rigid domination over the Eastern 
European puppet states# ft has extended a long am to the whole of Latin 
America Where, by comparatively unobtrusive methods it has gained a strong 
foothold* ft has brought Communist China firmly within its orbit— the 
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culmination of a process that began 1 b the early 1920*8 when Moscow began 
a program of giving ell possible aid and direction to the infant Chinese 
Ccsmmmiat Party# 1 * from China, it has spread out to Korea and Indochina, 
establishing puppet states dedicated, absolutely, to the position that 
Moscow is the seat of all political wisdom. And outside the area under 
direct Ccsaiunist rule, it has had varying degrees of success in sn often 
dangerously subtle and powerful subversion of free governments • 

this aggressive infiltration is as effective as military conquest* 
fhe system employe a small, well-disciplined, highly specialised political 
elite, trained to impress a foreign ideology upon flree sovereign states* 

They are trained at the source of Cewuaist power (Moscow) and returned to 
their native countries to subvert them in the name of International Cobl- 
®acism. The purpose of Ccasasunist infiltration is the political, social, 
economic and psychological paralysis of anti-Communlst states and coalitions, 
including those with which they are "legally* associated. To achieve this 
goal they will subvert, perform espionage, commit sabotage, organise hate 
and propaganda campaigns, infiltrate government organisations, head and 
control front organisations and create general unrest and terror. All this 
is g one in the interest of one country— —the tJSSR*

The Soviet Union and satellites, including Ccemunist China and »«*th 
fietmsa, beep large, highly trained, standing armed forces as a threat to 
tee ITee world, By this threat peripheral countries are kept in a constant 
state of fear. In countries not contiguous or readily accessible to tec 
smed forces tee Cosanniete attempt t© instill terror through guerrilla organi- 
sations and steer forms of illegal activities. 

The C csBoanis t movement ie international bote in doctrine and strategy, 
and a conspiracy global in tearaeter.
